DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . In response to the last Office action, claims 9-9 and 12-20 have been amended. 
Claims 1, 10 and 11 were previously canceled. Claims 2-9 and 12-20 are currently 
pending. 

2. The rejection of claims 8-9 and 12-14 under 35 USC 112 first paragraph is 
withdrawn in view of the amendment and /or remarks filed April 26, 2010. 

3. The rejection of claims 8-9 and 1 4 under 35 USC 1 1 2 second paragraph is 
withdrawn in view of the amendment and/or remarks filed April 26, 2010. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments, see pages 11-19 of the remarks explaining with respect 
to Figs 3-4 and paragraph [34] of the disclosure, how "during a read operation a control 
unit 105 (Fig. 1) configures memory locations ELE for random access only (Fig. 4) by 
deasserting a control signal ST/RT (Fig. 2A), and during a write operation the control 
unit 105 configures the memory locations ELE for sequential access only (Fig. 3) by 
asserting ST/RT", filed April 26, 2010, with respect to claims 2-9 and 12-20 have been 
fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 2-9 and 12-20 has been 
withdrawn. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

5. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on May 28, 2003 is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statement is being considered by the examiner. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 2-9 and 1 2-20 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: After careful 
consideration and search of the claimed invention with the overall claimed limitations 
interpreted in accordance with the specification, the closest prior art of record does not 
teach or render obvious the invention as claimed in claims 2-9 and 12-20. This 
application is allowed solely in view of the reasons put forth on page 1 1-19 of the 
remarks filed April 26, 2010, where Applicant explains with respect to Figs 3-4 and 
paragraph [34] of the disclosure, how "during a read operation a control unit 105 (Fig. 1) 
configures memory locations ELE for random access only (Fig. 4) by deasserting a 
control signal ST/RT (Fig. 2A), and during a write operation the control unit 105 
configures the memory locations ELE for sequential access only (Fig. 3) by asserting 
ST/RT".
